Reports Taken with Reserve. 

The Ladysmith Central News reports have 
been fairly reliable as a general thing, but 
Owing to the considerable distance of Durban 
from the scene of General Buller's reported 
movements and the fact that Durban has 
been the dream center of the war for some 
time this dispatch is accepted with more or 
less reserve. 

Ladysmith Hears Guns. 

Ladysmith advices bearing on an advance 
come through the Reuter agency. This mes- 
sage, dated Sunday, declares that General 
Buller’s guns were heard Mard at it on 
Saturday, and that the Boers were massing 
near Ladysmith again and moving another 
gun towards Surprise Hill. It is stated that 
the garrison is quite ready, should the Boers 
contemplate another assault on the town. 


Undoubtedly Has Roati. 
The third message comes from the Mail 
correspondent at Pietermaritzburg, who 


secured the road to Ladysmith and should 
reach his objective point this week.

ALLEGED MAIL THIEF CAUGHT. 


Henry Walsh, a Trusted Postoffice 
Clerk, Confesses Opening Letters 
: by Thousands. 


| Henry Walsh, for thirteen years à trusted 

clerk in the Chicago Postoffice, was arrested 
last evening shortly before 6 o’clock by Post- 
office Inspectors Joseph D. Farrell, Herbert 
Towlson, and Walter 8. Mayer, charged with 
robbing the mails. He made a confession. 


within a-year. 
For several months the Postoffice Inspec- 
tors have known that the through mails 
were being tampered with in the Chicago 
Postoffice, and a number of arrests have 
been made, but losses continued to be re- 
ported. During the last two months every 
employé in the through mail department 
has been shadowed by the inspectors with- 
out the gaining of the slightest clew. Walsh 
was at the head of the department, and on 
account of his long and faithful service 
was the last one to be suspected. As a last 
resort his movements were watched and the 
arrest quickly followed. He was seen to 
put on his hat yesterday afternoon and 
leave the Postoffice and go to a saloon in 
Randolph street. A few moments later the 
inspectors entered, and Ins er, 
seizing him by the arm, detected him in the 
act of destroying a letter. The letter con- 
tained the statement that a silver penhold- 
er was inclosed. The holder was found on 
Walsh. When confronted with the evidence 
of his guilt Walsh confessed. 
Describes His Way of Working. 
Walsh's duty was the opening and closing 
of all the mail pouches that passed through 
the Chicago postoffice. When these pack- 
ages came into his possession he could ab- 
stract the letters which he thought con- 
tained something of value and conceal them 
uatil he had a sufficient number, when, under 
the pretense of going to lunch, he could take 
the letters and go to some place where he 
would not be disturbed and riffle them of 
everything of value and then destroy them. 
He confesses opening on an average a dozen 
letters every day for the last year. When ar- 
rested he had ten letters and a small pack- 
age in his possession. One letter was ad- 
dressed to Joe Choynski, one was from Mar- 
shall Field & Co., and one from David C. 
Cook & Co. 
Inspector Stuart Much Pleased. 
I am pleased over the arrest of Walsh,” 
said Inspector Stuart. He was a trusted

Our govern- 
ment has acquired those possessions through 
fair and legitimete means, and there is every 
moral and political reason why we should 
not abandon our rights, as well as our plain 
duty. We must provide a military govern- 
ment for the Filipinos, and when this is no 
longer necessary give them a territorial 
government in which they can participate. 
In time I think they will be capable of local 
self-government. 

As the matter stands now the United 
States has accepted the islands in trust, and 
we are to derive great benefits in the Pa- 
cific, but there are great duties there which 
must be discharged. We should concern 
ourselves more about a safé government for 
those people than the open door. I am not 
an imperialist, but I have great faith in our 
commercial opportunities in the Orient and 
believe we should develop them. 

It may be many months before things 
will be peaceful in the Philippines. There 
will be bandits there, perhaps, for years, 
and they should be punished as such. That 
is one way to get rid of them.“ 

Mr. Sewall was asked about Bryan’s 
chances in the approaching campaign. “ It 
is rather early now to say that Bryan will | 
be elected, he said, but there can be ab- 
solutely no doubt that he will be the nomi- 
nee.

Ends Dual Control Contention. 
The result therefore is to eliminate that
